You 
voice the demand for a domin- 
ant, thorough-going Americaii- 
slm with firm protective upbuild- 
ing policies eaaantlal to our 
paaea and saenrity; and to that 
call In this crisis I eannot fSU to 
answer with the pledge of all 
that Is in me to the serrlce of 
our country. Theratora I aaoapt 
the nomination. 

"I stand for the firm and 
unflinching maintenance of ail 
tha rlgbta of American cltltons 
on land and sen. I noUhar Im- 
pugn motives nor nnderatlmata 
difficulties. But it is most re- 
grettably true that in our fore 
ign relations we have suffered in- 
calculably from the weak and 
▼acillatlng course which has 
been Ukan with regard to Mex- 
ico — a conrao lamentably wrong 
with regard to both onr rtghtt 
and our duties. We Interfered 
without consistency; and while 
seeking to dicrate when we were 
not concerned, we utterly failed 
to appreciate and discharge our 
plain duty to our own eltlsana. 

"At the outsat of tha Admin- 
istration the high reapmislblll- 
ties of our diplomatic Inter^ 
Intercourse with foreign nations 
were subordinate to a conception 
of pni'tlsan requirements and 
we presented to the world a 
humiliating spectacle of inapti- 
tude. Belated aSorta hara not 
availed to recover the Influanea 
and prestige so unfortunately 
SBcriflced; and brave words have 
l)?en stripped i f their force by 
indecision. 

Ilestore Diplomacy. 

"Our daaira to see our diplo- 
macy raatorad to its beat stand- 
ards and to bsTa thaaa advanc- 
ed ; to have no aacriflces of na- 
lional Interest to partisan exped- 
iencies; to have the first ability 
of the coun.ry always at its com- 
mand here and abroad in dip- 
lomatic intercourse; to nuintain 
firmly onr rlgbta undw Inter- 
national law; Inalstlng ataad- 
fastly upon all our rlgbta as 
mutual and fully performing Our 
international obligations; and 
by the clear correctness and 
Justness of our position and our 
manlfaat abllHy and disposition 
to sttsuin them to dignify our 
place among tha nations. 

"I stand for an Americanism 
that l!nows no ulterior purpose: 
Iiatriolism that is sini^le and 
complete. Wliellier native or 
naturalized, of whatever race or 
creed, we have but one country 
and wa do not (or as instant 
tolerate any dlTlsloa of aUag- 
lance. 

"I believe In making prompt 
provision to as.>^^ure a»)8olutely 
national security. I lulievi' in 
preparedness, not only entirely 
adequate (or our defense with 
respect to numbera and equip- 
ment In both army and navy, 
but with all thoroughness to the 
end iliut in each branch of the 
Btrvlce tliere may lie the utmost 
tttlcUncy under tlie nicit com- 
petent heads. 

"We wish to promote all wise 
and practicable maaauraa for the 
just settlement of International 
disputes. In view of our abid- 
ing idials. 'iiere is no danger of 
uiilltarlbui in this country. We 
have no policy of aggression; no 
lust for territory; uo seal for 
strife. It Is in this aplMt that 
wa domand adaqusta pMvtslon 
for sfttlonal defense and wa 
condemn the inexcusable neglect 
that has been sliown In this mat- 
ter of liivi ii.iiiciiiai Importance. 
We must have the strength 
which self respect demands, the 
Strength of an aMclsst astloa 
mdy lor ovary

"Our preparation must be in- 
dustrial and eeonomir as well as 

unitary. Our aev«re«t t«su will 



come after the war is over, Wa 
muM make a fair and wlaa rcad- 
Juatmaut of tha Urtt, In aasord- 
ance with aouad protsaUva pria- 
clples,tO Insure our SSMomlC In- 
dependence and to maintain 
American standards of living. 
We must conserve the Just In- 
terests of labor, realising that In 
democracy patriotism and nat- 
ional atraugth miwt bo rooted In 
sTonbondad Juatlos. tepravant- 
ing, as wa muat, unjuat dlacrtm- 
Inatlons and monopolistic prac- 
tices we must still he zealous to 
assure the foundations of honest 
business, rartii'ularllv slioiiiil 
we seek the expansion of fore- 
ign trade. We must, throttle 
AmarMsn autarprlao here or 
aboard, but nthar promoto It 
and talce prtdo !■ honorable 
Bchievements. We must take up 
the serious problems of transpor- 
portalion, of Interstate and fore- 
ign commerce, in a sensiiiie and 
candid manner, and provide an 
enduring baala for ptusparity by 
tha lataUlgont uaa of tha con- 
stitutional powers of Congraaa, 
so as adequately to protect the 
public on the one hand and, on 
the other, to conserve the essen- 
tial instrumentalities of prog- 



"I- Stand for tha principles of 
our «lTll sorrleo lawa. In every 

department of government tba 

highest efficiency must be In- 
sisted upon. For all laws and 
programmes are vain without 
eificient and impartial adminis- 
trations. 

"I cannot within tha llmita of 
this statement speak upon all tha 
subjects that will require attanr 
tlon. I can only say that I fully 
Indorse the platform you have 
adopted. 

"I deeply appreciate tlie re- 
sponsibility you Impose. I should 
have been glad to have that re- 
sponalMllty placed upon anoth- 
er. But I shall uadarUke to 
meet it. grateful for the confi- 
dence yon express. I sincerely 
trust that all former differences 
may be forgotten and thai we 
may have united effort In a pa- 
triotic reallntlon of our national 
need and our opportunity. 

"I have raalgnad my Judicial 
office, and I am ready to devote 
myself unreservedly to the cam- 
paign. 

"CHAKI.ES E. HUGHES." 

Charles Evans Hughes was born In 
Glen Falls, .New York. April 11, isr.-i 
making him four years younger than 
ex-Presldtnt Uoosevelt, and six years 
younger than President Wilaon. 

Hla father was a Baptlat minister 
and bla mother waa a devout wouun 
who ahaped his early educatkm with 
the Idea of preparing him for the 
ministry. The family moved to Ne- 
wark. .\. J., wlieii he was a boy and 
during his young maiiliooil It settled 
in New York City. Brilliant always 
as a ati^ent. young Hughca was 
graduated from a New York high 
school at the head of his clasa at the 
age of fifteen, so young that hla fath- 
er would not permit liim to enter 
college for a year. He was graduated 
from Brown University in 1881, one 
of the five Phi Beta Kappa honor men 
of his year. Finally he attended the 
Columbia Univaralty law school, hold- 
ing the prlsa fellowship from 1884 
to 1887. 

At the beginning of his career Mr. 
Hughes was an insiniiior in Greek 
mathematics at an uca<l< my in Delhi, 
N. V. A chiding remark from the 
principal of that academy to the 
aSact that young Hughes woidd hsva 
trouble controlling the dlsslpHuo of 
his classes because he had "bo more 
beard than an egg" is cited in in- 
numerable biographical records of 
Mr. lluKlies as having lieeii responsi- 
ble for the Hughes' beard, which has 
since figured so largely In poUtldal 
carlcaturaa. 

Altar • abort asparienca aa an 
educator Mr. Hughes became a law 
clerk In tha office of Stewart L. 
Woodford, who later was elected 
lieutenant-governor of New York, 
but his health was undermined by his 
work and he accepted a chair as pro- 
faaaor of law at Cornell UnllMty, 
Two years later, however, ha was 
back practicing law In New York. 
.\tlriul)> Nollee <it I'ubllc. 

The public llrst heard uf Mr. 
Hughes in 1800 and lUtiii. It was in 
thoaa yaara that he served, tfst as 
counsel for the Ptevens leglslatlTa 
committee inveatlgating the gas com- 
panies of New York, and then as 
counsel for the .\rmstrong legislative 
comiiiiltee for tiie in\( stigulion of 
insurance business in .\i u Vurk. In 
the llrst iuvesllgatlun Mr. Hughes 
made a reputation, but it attracted 
llttU attantlou outslds of Now York 
City. la ths iMurauca investigation, 
however, h* uuaartbed natlon-wi4« 
scandals m4 tho whole country fol- 
lowe.i the dfUMtls story wMah he 

revealed. 

Before his investigation was half 
finlshsd. howovar, Rapublleaa laadara 
setsad upau ths r a aar d which hs had 
made to surrr thair party mtary. 
The New York City Republlsaa eoa- 
veutlon nominated him tor mayor, 
but be declined because be had not 



finished the insurance invest igntion. | 
Tha next year when W. R, Hearst i 
was aomlnated for gersraor hp hath 
tha Pss i o arato aad tha fadapaadcnce I 
Iisagua, Mr. Rathoa waa aalaotad by i 
the Repnbllcaaa as the nmn lo de- 
feat the fusion candidate and he was \ 
electe<l. the only Kepubllcan on the 
slate ticket who was not defeated at | 
the election. I 
Throughout hla administration as j 
goramor he waa at loggerheads with { 
the Republican orgaalaatloa. He first 
urged the passage of tha public ser- 
vice commission law, telling the Leg- 
islature a railroad commission paid 
by ihe railrceids and with only ad- 
visory powers was Inadouuate. Little 
attention was paid to the proposed 
measure by the Legislature and Gov. 
Raghss tooh tha qaaatloa to tha pso- 
pla. Ha Btampad tha stata far Ms 
bill and finally tha Lcttslaturs re- 
sponded 

Hardly bad Ihe bill become a law 
l«efore rlie l.egislttture passed a two- 
cent passenger fare measure. Gov. 
Hughes vetoed it on the ground that 
a Leglalatura ahould not deal arbit- 
rarily with omttsrs requiring Inras- 
tigatlon, , particularly when it had 
Just provided machinery for Inves- 
ligatlng such matters ami had grant- 
ed power to relieve a situation as 
Justice and reason might demand. He 
also succeeded in having a measure 
agalnat faaa track betting enacted, 
rcaaltlag la tha eloalag of Important 
tracka In Naw York Itata aad tbaa 
affecting raainff throaghout tha 
country. 

Appotatad to Bnpreme Beach. 

With tha record of hia flrat term 
behind him Gov. Hugbaa was eon- 

'sl'iered i'rotninently for the RapUbll- 
^ can presidential nomination In 1808. 
i President Uoosevelt tliri w his power 
in favor of his secretary of war, Mr. 
Taft, and Gov. Hughes Instead was 
renominated governor and re-elected. | 
He adtiared wldaapraad raputation 
as a campaign speaker by opralag the 
Republican campaign at Yonngstown, 
Ohio. It was during his second term 
in 1910 that I'resident Taft appoint- 
ed blni to tile supreme court bench. 

As a member of the court his clear- 
neaa of comprahenalon and his ability 
of condaa statamaat led to his selec- 
tion by tha ahlaf Juatico In even the 
first year of his sarvlcs to write many 
I of the most Important decisions'ren- 
j dered by the court. Among these 
I were the so-called state rate cases. 

the pure food law decision and the 
I VirglnU-West Virginia debt case. 

Mr. Hughaa was married In New 
York City. Dec. 5. 1888. to Antoinette 
daughter of Walter 8. Carter, and has 
four children, Charles Evans Hughes, 
Jr.. Helen, Catherine and Elizabeth 
Hughes. 

He was for several years president 
of the Brown Universiiy Club of .New 
York, a trustee of Brown University 
and a truatea of tho fifth Avenue 
Baptlat Church In Naw York. 

He Is a member of the Lawyers, 
Kepubllcan, I'niverslty, Union League 
and Cornell University clubs and the 
American, New York State and New 
York City bar associations. 

Though in oflMal life Mr. Hughes 
haa baen known aa a bard worker, in 
private life he la buoyaat. fond of 
books of all kinds, music and golf, 
besides being a mountain climber 
who haa baan over moat a( Bwltser- 

land.

Huron. He was captured and tried 
for treason, do was found guilty 
and imprisoned. Lster he escaped 
and served the remainder of the war 
as a captain and pilot on Union gun- 
boats. 

He was killed later In the Brooks- 
Baxter feud in Arkansas. Hto widow, 
.Mrs. Missouri Houston, later married 
J. C. Hendricks, who at one time was 
a member of the Confederate army, 
and who now lives at the St. Louis 
avenue address. 

Hendricks presented the claim to 
the different congresses, from the 
Fortieth to the Forty-fifth, with no 
success. Mrs. QUI pr sseated it to the 
Fiftieth CoBgreee more tbaa twenty- 
nve years ago, aad the final report 
was filed only a week ago.
